48 Nation Afro-Asian Conference Ends In Cairo 

To many observers, the Afro-Asian Peoples Solidarity 
Conference in Cairo was a rigged ball game from the start, 
with the Communists taking four outs to the inning, the 
West only two. As some 483 delegates from 48 countries 
began the long journeys home at week’s end, they clearly 
remembered these conference highlights: 

e@ The glamourous “no strings” offer Russia made to all 
Afro-Asian nations, promising: “We are ready to help you 
as brother helps brother. Tell us what you need and we 
will help you and send money. We can build industries 
for you, hospitals and schools.” 

@ Russia failed in an attempt to indict the U. S. for 
practicing racial segregation after Sudanese Foreign Min- 
ister Mohammed Ahmed Magoub, chairman of the com- 
mittee on segregation, declared: “We do not criticize the 
U. S. because the American government is trying to cor- 
rect prejudice.” 

@ Indian Premier Nehru refused to send a congratula- 
tory telegram to the conference because of Communist 
domination. 

@ Ethiopia joined with Sudan and Burma in the strong- 
est resistance to Communist control, vigorously urged 
neutrality. 

@ NATO, the Baghdad Pact and the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine were condemned. 
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Calif. Court Rules Stores Must Sell To Negroes 

The California Appellate Court ruled that shoe stores 
cannot refuse to sell their merchandise to Negroes after 
Mrs. Virginia Lambert sued for the right to buy a pair of 
shoes from exclusive Mandel’s of Los Angeles. “A retail 
store is a place of public accommodation,” the court de- 
clared in overruling Municipal Judge Lucius P. Green’s 
decision that the store was not covered by state laws 
against Jim Crow. Mrs. Lambert did not seek money dam- 
ages, but only the right to purchase a pair of shoes.

skepticism and self-reliance that leaves Hudgins settlers 
cool and stoical. But amid it all, Johnny Woodard, 37, 
is the standard exception. He owns a little grill on 
one and one-half acres across the highway that separates 


the settlement from the rest of a 12-mile community. He} 


figures the lessees will ask for his land before long, and 
he has plans: “Well, I guess I'll buy myself a Cadillac, 
build me a big home, get dressed all up and ride around 
That’s the biggest thing I’d do.” 

An only child, Johnny stands to inherit from his 
father, Jesse Woodard, 73, the father’s share of a 125 
acre tract owned jointly with 10 brothers and sisters and 
said to be sought by oil seekers. Like many of the area 
residents, the elder Woodard is a farmer and has become 


accustomed to a comfortably modest and independent} 


living from their land usually laden with corn and 


cotton. The elder Woodards will lease their land for nof 


less than $100 an acre. Otherwise, “I’d just as soon see 
the land lay out there,’ said Jesse Woodard compla- 
cently. 

Clarence Woodard, Jesse’s brother, cites numerous er 
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amples in a 20-mile span, where oil companies have 
leased and drilled on land owned by whites but skipped 
over colored-owned property. “They do all they can to 
keep from bringing oil on the colored people’s land.” 

But there are other skepticisms, pointed up best by 
Robert Allen, 84, oldest living descendant of Ino Hudgins, 
the slave patriarch who bought the 300 acres from his 
former owners after the Civil War. Allen, genial and 
sharp-witted, refused to sign a lease for the 32 acres he 
jointly holds with three relatives. His reason: “I belong 
to the old-age assistance, and I told them I don’t want to 
affect the aid I was getting.” Content just to continue 
“doing nothing but eating if I can,” Allen, son of one of 
Hudgins’ six children, reflected on his present pastoral 
comfort, and decided: “Suppose they didn’t get the oil— 
then I’d have two races to run.” 

Ben Alexander, whose wife is scornful and adamant 
toward reporters and others who have rushed to the 
boom site best sums up the attitude prevailing among 
the tranquil heirs of a thoughtful slave: “We don’t have 
oil yet, and I don’t know where I have to come to go.”

A total 
of 22 Negroes had been grilled by Sheriff McCall, who 
gained national note in 1949 when he killed a Negro rape 
suspect and critically wounded another en route to the 
trial.

Dope King Gets ‘Special’ Alcatraz Treatment 

In Minneapolis, 41-year-old Felix Williams, the alleged 
kingpin of the narcotics traffic in the Twin Cities area 
who was sentenced to 35 years on a dope conviction, had 
the questionable distinction of being the first criminal 
ever ordered committed directly to Alcatraz Prison. An 
ex-convict, Williams was considered incorrigible. Previ- 
ously, criminals were sent to Alcatraz only after being 
declared incorrigible while serving sentences in other 
Federal prisons.

Lovesick Soldier Fails In 5 Suicide Attempts 

A 22-year-old soldier, despondent because his wife had 
told him she didn’t love him, tried to commit suicide five 
different ways, including drinking kerosene and hanging 
himself, in less than 12 hours. While visiting in Fayette- 
ville, N. C., Robert L. Graham, of Ft. Knox, Ky., was pulled 
from a creek after his wife, Annie, told him of her waning 
love. Police arrested him, and he tearfully confessed that 
he had tried to kill himself earlier by drinking kerosene, 
but it did not affect him. He was then placed in City Jail 
and a few minutes later military police found him, a cord 
bound tightly about his neck, gasping for breath. Mo- 
ments later, he was found with his head submerged in the 
toilet in his cell. After throwing himself head first onto 
the concrete cell floor, he was transferred to Ft. Bragg. 
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Melba Patillo, 16, one of the nine Negroes who inte- 
grated Little Rock’s Central High School, announced, in 
Dallas, Texas, that she and the others have been barred 
from white social and extra-curricular activities. In Dal- 
las to accept, on behalf of her classmates, a certificate 
from the Zeta Phi Beta Sorority and Phi Beta Sigma Fra- 
ternity, Miss Patillo said: “We don’t want to mix that 
way. We just want to get a good education.” Meanwhile, 
the “Little Rock Nine,” minus Minnie Brown, returned to 
class following Christmas vacation, and JET learned that 
an incendiary bomb had burned out harmlessly at the 
L. C. Bates residence after vandals apparently tried to 
throw it under a car in the carport. 


While President Eisenhower was approving a Federal 
plan to spend $1 billion for college scholarships last week, 
Harvard University Professor Dr. Horace Mann Bond 
pointed to a subtle flaw in the proposal it would discrim- 
inate against Negroes by requiring aptitude tests. In a 
Harvard University lecture, the famed educator had al- 
ready assailed aptitude tests in so-called “talent searches” 
because the cards are stacked against children coming 
from the homes of laborers and farmers. These children 
failed the tests, he argued, because they lacked the read- 
ing background and therefore word familiarity of children 
from professional and technically educated families. 

Last week in Atlanta, where he is also dean of Atlanta 
University’s School of Education, Dr. Bond applied these 
general principles to the government’s scholarship pro- 
posal, complained it would be “of little benefit to Negroes” 
because most fall in a low, socio-economic level. Then he 
cited his study of 1,200 Negro Ph.D.’s many of whom had 
come from what he called “a cotton patch background.” 
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Ala. Boy Says 99% Of Whites Want Integration 
A white Alabama high school senior, who publicly de- 
clared “I wouldn’t mind going to an integrated school,” 
told the National Junior Achievement Conference in Des 
Moines, Iowa, that only about “one per cent of the people” 
in the South actually don’t want integration. William O. 
Browder of Bessemer (Ala.) High School declared: “In- 
tegration will come just as the freeing of the slaves.” 


Negro Rights Pioneer Called ‘Woman Of Courage’ 
A woman who established the first school for Negro 
children in New England in 1833 was listed among three

Some had scored poorly on scholarship tests, yet their 
graduate school performance had been about 50 per cent 
higher than their mental capacities as indicated by the 
tests. This revealed, said Dr. Bond, that the tests had not 
actually measured their abilities, proved that people can 
achieve distinction if given an opportunity. 

Dr. Bond said President Eisenhower’s scholarship plan 
was also questionable, because the tests would be given 
by the states, thus putting southern Negroes at a serious 
disadvantage. He proposed: 
1) that the tests be admin- 
istered on a national basis, 
2) that the tests be con- 
structed so as to give a sort 
of point bonus to lower class 
children, and 3) that the 
government spend at least 
$5 billion instead of $1 bil-

Although action is still pending 
on integration petitions filed by 12 Atlanta parents in 
1955, NAACP President J. H. Calhoun said: “So far, I don’t 
know of any Negro parents who are going to enter their 
children in white schools.”

Out of an American Anthropological Assoc. convention 
in Chicago last week came two sober commentaries on 
American Negroes: 1) they are so different physically 
from their African ancestors that they constitute another

from Africans, claimed anthropologists Earl W. Count 
of Hamilton College in Clinton, N. Y., and Dr. C. W.

As for their physical superi- 
ority to whites, Goff said U. S. Health Dept. statistics over 
the past 50 years show Negroes have had about half as 
many deformities like cleft palate, hare lip, club feet. 
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Dallas Board To Announce Integration Plan 

The Dallas (Texas) School Board revealed it may an- 
nounce an integration plan by early summer, after the 
New Orleans Federal Appeals Court ruled the board will 
not have to integrate local schools by January 27. The 
U. S. court, in deciding Dallas school authorities “should 
be accorded a reasonable further opportunity” to desegre- 
gate the schools, overruled an earlier integration order 
from the Federal District Court in Dallas. However, the 
Dallas NAACP commented that the School Board has had 
two years in which to begin integration since the original
